The names of the prisoners are, Bill 
Braschuk and John Fischowy. Both are 
ustrians and gaye their ages as 21 
ears. They admitted their connection 
ith the hold-up at the Red Deer mill and 
so stated that they worked with the band 
bat held up employees of the Lockhart 
lling company at Fort Frances, Ont., on 
eptember 1ith.

Break in Dominion Labor Party 
Leads to The Formation of New 
Labor Organization in Ec¢monton 


Members of Newly Formed 


Body State Their Objection 


to Mayor Clarke “Running The Party’—Refuse to 
Endorse His Re-Nomination to Office And Make Plain 
Their Intention of Opposing His Re-Election 


A new labor party has been form- 
ed in Edmonton and will in future 
be known as ‘The Independent Labor 
Party.” 

It will have no connection with the 
Dominion Labor Party whatever, as 
the majority of the members of the 
new narty are those 'who have cut 
themselves apart from that organiza- 
tion. 

Recently a meeting was held to 
consider the idea of forming a new 
labor organization, as, a number of 
members of the Dominion Labor Party 
in the city were dissatisfied with the 
manner {n which its affairs were de- 
veloping. Following upon the tenta- 
tive proposals put forward at the first 
meeting, a gathering jwas fheld on 
Friday night, when it was decided to 
form a fresh independent labor organ- 
{zation and officers were elected. Tt 
is understood that the new body will 
adopt as far as posaible, the program 
of the British Labor Party. 

Opposed to Mayor Clarke 

As for the reason for the spllt, 
which it is evident has teken place 
in the labor ranks, it is stated very 
frankly ‘by the members, To give 
the wards of an official of the new 
érganization—"they object to Mayor 
Clarke running the Dominion Labor 
Party and not the ‘party running him, 
as itthey are definitely ioppesed to 
nominating him again for any further 
office.” 

It was added that it was thought 
well the break should come now in- 
stead of later on, if the Dominion 
bor Party decided to nominate him 
for ithe mawyoraltv, for they ‘ware 
bound to oppose his re-election. 

A Statement Was a'so made to the 
effect that the mayor had taken an 
office in a business ‘block in the city, 
being 


where election material was 

campiled, and that at a recent meet- 
ing of the Dominion Labor P: he 
was made to “walk the carpe and 


with the accusations © 
commencing a ‘ndividual campaign for 
election, without having first received 
the endorsation of the party, although 
he was using “labor” as a part of this 
program. 

Mayor Admits Taking Office 

This was denied ‘by the mayor, but 
it is said that he subsequently admit- 
ted having taken the office. State- 
ments compiled in the office are said 
to be in the possession of the party 
and to have assisted to give rise to 
the charges made 

So far as numbers are concerned, it 
is said that already the new labor 
party totals more than the old, and 
it ia contended that in a short time 
it will have double as many included 
in the membership. 

There is said to be a deep objec- 
tion to the present mayor existing 
among many sections of labor, owing 
to hie alleged objectionable behaviour, 
During his term of office it is said 
that the mayor, apart from what eise 
may have transpired, has failed to 
treat labor ‘with ordinary common 
courtesy.

Tefore very long every farmer may 
make his own fluid fuel for lehtins 
heacing, running farm machinery and 
other purposes. 

This has no reference to alcohol. but 
to a substitute for gasoline derivable 
from etraw and other farm wastes by 
dea. cuctive distillation, The depart- 

-ment of agriculture ds now making ex- 
periments looking to the development 
of a simple and inexpensive apparatus 
for the purpose, which will render 
the fanmer independent of the of! 
momopoly for all time to come, 

The apparatus in question, complete 
in itself—a “farm un't” as the experts 
call it—will consist of a retort, a 
“gerufobsr,"” and a condenser. It will 
cost only about $250, and will be so 
conetructed as to be fool-proof. This 
implies that anybody can run it and 
keep it in order. All that need be 
supplied js heat and straw (or other 
veretable vaste), and the machine 
will do the rest. 

As yet the experiments thave been 
restricted to straw, but they will pre- 
sent'y be extended to tnolude corn- 
stalks and leaves, cotton stalks, sugar 
cane refuses and other materials. 

The most important application of 
the idea now in view !s in the West, 
where fuel {s scarce and where the 
straw disoarded by threshing machines 
is customary burned to get rid of it 
there being no acceastble market for 
this waste product, s>9 enormous in 
total quantity. If by the aid of

Experiments At the Beaver Lodge 
Sub-Station Reveal Possibilities 
Of Grande Prairie Agriculture 


Best Results Obtained From Grass Crops When Grown Without 
Nurse Crop--Brome Grass Grown Equal to Best in West—Pro- 
ducing Grass Seed in North Country as Cash Crop is Sure And 


Profitable—Wheat For Five Years Average 


(By Jess. F. Block) 

The Beaver Lodge experimental sub- 
jtation, some two hundred and twenty- 
Nve miles west, and one hundred and 
jwenty-five miles north of Edmonton, 


picturesquely situated at Beaver Lodge | 


Alberta, in the centre of the rich 
firande Prairie district, in a general 
way, serves the whole of the upper 
Peace River country. The work ‘s 
andef the direction of W. D. Albright, 
who, after ten years of agricultural 
journalism, came to Grande Prairie in 
1913 and has never regretted his 
move. From a few informa) tests 
nade in 1914 without renumeration, 
the work has developed until forty 
heres are now devoted to experimental 
plots of grains, grasses, legumes, vege- 
lables, fruits and flowers. 

Encouraging Results With Fodder 

Crops 

Very encouraging results have been 
Pea in all these lines, Mr. Al- 
might, when he first started the work 
had a multitude ofproblems import- 
knt to the agriculture of the country, 
tonfronting him. Special efforts have 
been made to ascertain which varieties 
pf grasses and clovers are best ad- 
bpted to the district, and how they 
jnay be most economically seeded. 
Vhis is one of the great problems in 
the Peace River agriculture, for, not 
bnly are hay and \pasture plants neces- 
bary to pravide suitable variety in 
he rations of livestock, but periodical 
eeding down is necessary to maintain 
soll fertility, to prevent soil drifting 
tnd washing, and, incidentally to 
apie fresh Inyers of rock tfrom be- 
ng continually bared by repeated ero- 
sion of the surface loam.

Seeding Down 

Inspection of the plots at Beaver 
Lodge shows that a wide range of var- 
feties of grasses and legume hay 
plants are grown successfully by seed- 
ing them “without nurse crops. Just 
here ts one of the sharp distinctions 
between the ‘Peace River and Eastern 
Canada agriculture. 

In districts with more rainfall, earl-

Legumes Less Winter-Hardy, 
The degumihous crops have {proved

Last year two and a half 
acres averaged over three hundred 
bushels per acre, gome plots running 
as high as five hundred. H's recipe is: 
Chose an early variety, plant early on 
well prepared land, plant shallow, 
keep clean, ‘hill early and moderately 
deen, dig before 16 October. 

Pansies and sweat peas are two of 
the choicest flowers and both are well 
adapted to the northern climate, In 
connection with all horticultural and 
forestry plantings, tt is of the utmost 
importance to have land clean and 
woil prepared. For vegetable crops, 
fallowing every alternate year is ad- 
vantageous. For fruit culture, clean 
tlith and shelter belts are two of the 
prime requisites. 


COMPULSORY 
VACCINATION 
IO ENDORSED 


Resolution Introduced at Medical 
Convention Is Given Unani- 
mous Approval 


Compulsory vaccination was uni- 
mously endorsed by the Alberta Medi- 
cal association at the Friday morning 
eession of the annual meeting. The 
matter was brought to the attention 
of the doctors by Dr, Whitelaw, medi- 
cal ‘nealth officer for the city of Ed- 
monton. He stated that there was a 
we!l defined feeling among the peopl> 
at large, that vaccination was un- 
necessary and more than that, that 
|half of the medical men did not be- 
lieve in it themselves. Since a test 
caso had gone to court, it had not been 
possible to enforce vaccination for 
children entering school, and the doc- 
tor cited several instances in his ex- 
periences showing that the vaccina- 
ted persong were least susceptible to 
5mall pox. 

Taere had been considerab‘e smal! 
pox in the city during the past year, 
and in the province, in fact there were 
five cases in the city now. A very few 
of these had ever boensvaccinated. 
One death had been due to black 
small pox and tae disease was noted 
to have become more severe in a few 


While somewhat infer* recent cases than it had been during 


the past ten years. Dr. Whitelaw 
moved a resolution asking the provin- 
cial government to enact legislation 
to overcome the defects in the law, 
so that vaccination might be made 
compulsory. The resolution was un- 
animously endorsed. 

Another reso‘ution passed nafter a 
division, was one recommending that 
the association do not. Insist on the 
payment of fees from physicians w.io 
are registered in the province, but who 
do not live here,

‘BRITISH CUSTOMS 
SHOW PREFERENCE . 
FOR EMPIRE GOODS 


MONTREAL, pt. 24.—Details of 
|the new customs regulations and tar- 
| itt changes “affecting exporters in 


Britain's overseas dominions,” have 
been recelyed here froin London by 
the British trade commiasioner. The 
changes have been made with a view 
to conferring a preference on empire 
products and customs duties are to be 
charged at reduced rates on goods 
imported into Great Britain which 
are shown to be consigned from, and 
grown, produced, or manufactured in 
the British Empire. For goods to 
qualify as manufactured in the British 
Empire, the commissioner explains, 
‘t ts necessary for at least 25 per cent. 
of the factory or works costs to be 
the result of lebor within the Empire. 
For certain manufactured articles, 
such as tobacco, refined sugar, the 
proportion is fixed at five per cent. 
Provisions are made wffereby manu- 
factured goods containing part duti- 
able ingredients may be if filling 
requisite conditions obtain a certain 
amount of preference,

Police department men arrested two per- 
sone whom they thought were profiting 
‘Negally from the pubiic'’s Interest in the 
disaster. A peddiler was charged wih se!l- 
ing fake explosion souvenirs and a woman 
was charged with using a Barony forged 
subscription list to raise funds which she 
said were to be used for explosion syf- 


ferers., 

An offictal effort to raise funds for the 
dependents of the explosion victims had 
been started earlier in the day by Mayor 
Hylan, who appointed a committee of 
financial districc business men to carry 


on the work. 

Late this afternoon, Edwin P. Fisher, 
tennis player, who sent warnings of the 
explosion from Toronto, was re-committed 
to Bellevue hospital for further examina 
tion after the legal period for detaining 
him there had expired. He was re-com- 
mitted on complaint of his sister, Fisher 


protested.

Vancouver, Sept. 24—(Ry Canadian 
Press)—Lumber manufacturers of 
British Columbia this morning  pre- 
sented their case for a retention of 
the present customs duty which affords 
protection on thirty per cent. of the 
manufactured product of the mills of 
the province, 

James D, McCormack, vice-presi- 
dent of the British Columbia Lumber 
Manufactrurers’ Association, spokes- 
man for the lumbermen, told the com- 
missioners that the annual pay-roll of 
the lumber industry in the province 
amounted to over $29,000,000 and 
that 26,000 men were employed; urg- 
ed that the present protection afforded 
by the tariff be maintained; expressed 
the opinion that protection should be 
extended to cover grades of lumber 
not now protected and then reviewed 
the competition of United States mills, 
met with by British Columbia manu- 
facturers. 

Mr. McCormack in answer to the 
chairman, declared that western far- 
mers were under a misapprehension 
when they thought they could get 
luinber from British Columia. There 
{s no scarcity of demand in home 
markets. Mr. McCormack affirmed 
that thee was plenty of lumber in 
the hands of retail lumbermen in the 
western provinces, and intimated that 
British Columbia manufacurers are 
not shipping lumber to the United 
States in preference to the middle west 
market,
